"I  would  greatly  appreciate  our  stu- 
dents reading  the  catalog  so  gener- 
ously supplied  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tax- 
paper,  so  that  they  might  be  Informed 
about  drop  dates,  and  withdrawing 
from  the  college."  and.  Miss  Learnard 
continued,  "it  seems  so  honestly  sim- 
ple to  remember  that  section  changes 
and  class  drops  have  to  be  completed 
before  October  10,  1947." 

Miss  Learnard  believes  her  sugges- 
tion can  further  be  advanced  by  re- 
minding all  students  to  watch  bulletin 
boards  posted  throughout  the  halls 
and  to  read  The  Guardsman.

Skyrocketing  Food 
Costs  Send  Prices 
High  In  Cafeteria 

The  Hotel  and  Restaurant  divi- 
sion will  undertake  a  crucial  bat- 
tle this  semester  to  maintain  its 
balance  among  the  mounting 
costs  of  food,  labor,  and  expendable 
material,  Hilda  Watson,  adviser  to 
the  restaurant  division,  said  yester- 
day. 

The  cafeteria  has  to  buy  food  at 
prices  ranging  from  twice  what  it 
cost  before  the  war,  to  those  that  are 
the  highest  in  U.  S.  history.  Expend- 
materials,  also  run  high;  the 
cafeteria  is  using  between  20,000  and 
30,000  paper  cups  and  plates  per 
month. 

Labor  costs  for  dish  washing  and 
janitorial  work  are  equal  to  the  cost 
of  downtown  restaurants.  All  costs 
are  paid  at  a  union  scale,  the  adviser 
stated. 

The  drain  on  the  dtfeteria  finances 
is  much  heavier  than  the  drain  on 
private  establishments.

A  blessed  event  for  the  college 
was  announced  at  the  Student 
Council  meeting  last  Tuesday, 
when  Oscar  Anderson,  of  the  fi- 
nance department  revealed  that  vet- 
erans will  receive  their  Associated 
Student  cards  via  the  G.I.  Bill  of 
Rights. 

Originally  cards  were  supplied  by 
the  bill,  but  when  a  question  as  to  the 
legality  of  such  procedure  arose,  the 
veterans'  administration  withdrew. 
leaving  the  college  with  IOUs  for 
cards  adding  up  to  $7,400.  Anderson 
added  that  this  sum  will  probably  be 
returned  under  the  new  policy. 

Refunds  to  veterans  who  have  al- 
ready bought  cards  will  start  as  soon 
as  alphabetized  lists  of  these  cards 
are  in  the  finance  office. 

Anderson,  requesting  that  veterans 
do  not  try  to  collect  before  the  proper 
time  is  announced,  stated  that  those 
veterans  who  do  not  have  the  cards 
now  will  receive  their  cards  after  the 
refunds  have  been  made. 

Veterans  enrolling  for  the  next  se- 
mester will  receive  cards  in  the  regis- 
tration line.

QVERLY  exuberant  students  of  this  and  a 
neighboring  college  have  once  again  "razed" 
school  spirits  at  both  institutions  by  committing 
acts  of  depredation  on  one  another's  campus. 

The  main  building  of  this  college  has  been 
smeared  with  paint  which  is  difficult  or  impos- 
sible to  remove  because  of  the  porous  nature 
of  the  stone. 

ln-xeturn.  certain  persons,  acting  of  course 
only  in  the  best  interests  of  this  college,  went 
to  a  high  school  football  field  (under^  the  im- 
pression that  it  belonged  to  the  rival  college) 
and  burned  symbols  on  a  portion  of  that  field. 
Some  who  were  a  little  more  cautious  merely 
sprinkled  the  campus  of  the  enemy  college  with 
confetti  and  other  paper,  thereby  providing 
them  with  a  replica  of  our  west  campus  before 
"cleanup  day."

First  Nighter

/"•ALL  Me  Mister,  the  cry  of  the  returning  vet- 
eran.  is  the  name  of  the  bright  musical  laugh 
fest  now  at  the  Curran  Theater. 

Dealing  with  just  about  every  conceivable 
angle  in  the  plight  of  the  poor  GI.  the  show  offers  an 
evening  of  enjoyment. 

Even  though  the  humor  has  been  rendered  untimely 
by  hard  use  for  a  couple  of  postwar  years,  the  jokes, 
songs,  and  dances  are  executed  to  such  a  degree  that 
the  familiarity  hardly  dulls  the  show. 

Built  in  the  style  of  a  peppy  variety  show,  each  act 
and  scene  follows  in  rapid  succession,  so  that  the  audi- 
ence hardly  has  time  to  catch  its  breath.  The  two 
and  a  half  hour  performance  changes  GI  Joe  from  sol- 
dier to  apartment  hunter  and  points  out  all  the  little 
difficulties  on  either  side  of  the  gap  with  mirthmaking 
skits  and  good  specialties. 

Using  slapstick  comedy,  occasionally  corny.  Call  Me 
Mister  satirizes  the  GI  in  situations  such  as  the  leisure 
life  of  the  air  corps  kings,  inexperienced  army  barbers, 
and  southern  senators  trying  to  get  votes. 

In  contrast  to  the  slapstick  comedy  are  the  dances 
and  songs,  which  quiet  the  madcap  antics  of  the  come- 
dians for  the  few  minutes  they  are  on. 

Thr  songs,  Going  Home  Train  and  The  Face  on  a 
Shiny  New  Dime,  are  admirably  sung  by  William  War- 
field,  Negro  baritone. 

The  success  in  popular  recording  and  radio  of  the 
songs.  South  America  Take  It  Away  and  Surplus  Blues, 
fizzles  the  songs  in  the  show. 

Holding  the  show  together  in  a  kind  of  crazy  unity  is 
a  nice  little  love  story  about  a  sailor  and  a  girl  on 
opposite  sides  of  the  world.  In  four  arts  spread  through 
the  show  they  get  together,  settle  down  at  home,  and 
start  a  family  in  time  fdr  the  final  curtain.

The  manly  art  of  self-defense 
took  a  serious  set  back  here 
today  when  it  was  learned  that 
Helene  Mayer  is  the  "men's 
fencing  champion"  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Amateur  Division  by  virtue  of 
winning  over  all  comers,  both  men 
and  women. 

"  Tail,  blorrd;  -Hetene-Maygr;  -who -js 
a  German  instructor  here  this  se- 
mester, is  one  of  the  leading  women 
fencers  in  the  world.  At  the  age  of 
13  she  won  the  German  National 
Title,  and  while  she  was  -still  a 
"bobbysoxer"  won  the  Olympic  Games 

.  held  at  Amsterdam,  in  1923.  : 

She  was  a  runner  up  ifV-the  1936 
Olympics  at  Berlin,  won  about  15 
German  National  Championships  and 
European  titles,  and  has  held  the 
United  States  Championship  nine 
times.  In  1937  she  won  the  last 
international  championship  at  Paris. 
At  the  recent  New  York  City  Cham- 
pionship she  outlasted  13  opponents 
with  52  touches,  while  they,  scored 
but  7. 

Miss  Mayer  first  came  to  the 
United  States  on  a  scholarship  in 
1932.  and  became  a  citizen  in  1941. 
She  wouM  like  to  compete  for  the 
United  States  In  the  1948  Olympics,

Answer -Not  Bickering 


r*  ROWING  discontent  concerning  benefits  de- 
rTveTTrom_rhembership'tn-the  Associated 
Students,  has  reached  a  crucial  point. 

Because  bickering  solves  nothing,  adjust- 
ments must  be  made  through  action. 

The  present  crisis  cannot  be  met  with  threats 

of  recall. 

The  present  crisis  cannot  be-met  with  -threats- 
of  intimidation  of  the  press,  throttling  its  free- 
dom on  the  grounds  that  student  government 
is  "above  reproach." 

•  The  present  crisis  can  be  met  only  with 
action,  not  so  much  to  remedy  the  situation  this 
semester  but  to  allow  sound,  honest,  and  rep- 
resentative government  to  function  effectively 
in  the  future,  a  government  that  can  abide  by 
its  promises. 

The  following  four  problems  are  the  major 
ones  confronting  the  Associated  Students 
now: 

1.  Associated  Student  cards  carry  errone- 
ous information;  to  wit,  admission  to  all  con- 
ference games  is  indicated  as  free  with  cards. 
This  is  not  true,  as  admission  prices  are  set  by 
the  individual  colleges,  subject  to  conference 
rulings  The  council  of  this  college  has  noth- 
ing to  do  with  prices  set  by  other  colleges.  Two 
of  the  home  games  will  be  free  to  card  holders. 

2.  There  is  no  room  in  the  city  which  will 
accommodate  more  than  a  minority  of  the 
Associated  Students  at  any  dance  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  civic  auditorium,  and  rental 
costs  there  are  prohibitive. 

3.  The  Guardsman  is  not  printed  in  suffi- 
cient numbers  to  be  distributed  to  all  student 
card  holders,  despite  promises  to  that  effect. 

4.  Lackadaisical  students  who  have  persis- 
tently refused  to  purchase  student  cards  are 
not  faced  with  any  insurmountable  problem  in 
their  efforts  to  receive  the  s»me  benefits  given 
members  of  the  association. 

The  Veteran's  Administration,  at  this  mo- 
ment, promised  to  pay  for  all  veteran's  Asso- 
ciated Student  cards,  but  in  view  of  past  de- 
lays, the  controller's  office  cannot  be  blamed 
for  refusing  to  permit  the  Student  Council  to 
allot  more  funds. 

The  Associated  Student  constitution  provides 
for  a  Welfare  Committee,  whose  purpose  it  is 
to  "undertake  any  duties  that  concern  the  wel- 
fare of  the  students  on  this  campus." 

It  is  believed  that  this  committee  should  be 
activated  immediately  and  staffed  with  those 
students  who  will  work  sincerely  and  who 
most  nearly  represent  the  majority  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

This  is  a  most  crucial  period,  and  unless 
constructive  action  is  taken  now.  it  might  well 
mean   the  collapse  of  student   government.

Griffin  saw  action  in  the 
Alaskan  front  during  the  war. 

The  happiest  furlough  Griffin  ever 
spent  was  the  one  on  which  he  met 
his  wife-to-be.  He  arrived  home  from 
Alaska  Just  as  the  last  guest  from  his 
sister's  party  was  leaving.

The  next  time  life  gets  too  com- 
placent and  dull  for  you  on  an 
American  college  campus,  read 
again  this  story  of  two  Polish  girls 
who  risked  their  lives  in  escaping 
ruthless  German  concentration 
camps  to  get  here. 

You  might  have  sipped  coffee  In 
the  student  lounge  near  Maria 
Marszalek  F.urlings  who  was  freed 
by  Chechoslovakian  partisans  from 
a  German  work  ramp  30  kilometers 
from  Prague. 

Or  perhaps" sitting   next   to  you 
in  class  is  Helen  Arnon  who  gained 
her  freedom  from  a  prison  camp  at 
Pruszkow,  Poland. 
Both  from  Poland 

Maria  Eurlings  and  Helen  Arnon 
were  born  and  educated  in  tne 
grammar  schools  and  "gymnasi- 
ums" of  Poland.  Miss  Eurlings 
first  lived  in  Przemysl  and  later 
moved  to  Krynica.    . 

Miss  Eurlings  relates,  "I  was 
working  as  a  dental  assistant  in 
Krynira  during  October,  1944, 
when  the  Germans  arrived.  Late 
in  the  evening  while  our  family  was 
all  together  at  home  a  German 
OestepB  guard  came  to  our  door 
and  told  my  father,  sisters,  and 
me  that  we  were  being  taken  away. 


Miss  Eurlings  was  made  to  work 
i   German   trenches   twelve  hours 


a  day.  Food  was  scarce  and  the 
long  day's  work  made  her  very 
hungry,  yet  she  had  nothing  to  eat 
but  brown  bread  and  watery  soup. 

"The  German  Secret  Service  dis- 
regarded human  feelings,"  she  con- 
tinued, "and  our  life  was  constant- 
ly at  their  mercy.  At  times  we 
were  very  tired  from  working  in 
the  trenches  and  would  drink  small 
amounts  of  gasoline  to  arouse  a 
fever  for  a  short  while,  making  it 
possible  for  us  to  stay  in  out  of  the 
trenches.  If  the  Germans  had 
ever  found  this  out  we  would  have 
been  killed  instantly." 
Sees  First  Americans 

The  insurrection  of  Czechoslo- 
vakia took  place,  and  she  was  able 
to  gain  freedom  from  the  horrible 
work  camp.  The  partisans  had 
freed  the  area  and  the  American 
and  Russian  troops  had  arrived, 
however,  she  did  not  see  any 
American  troops  until  arriving  in 
Pilzen. 

"It  was  here  where  I  met  the 
first  American  troops,"  she  remem- 
bers, "and  I  was  given  an  Ameri- 
ean  cigarette.  It  gave  me  great 
pleasure  to  smoke  an  American 
cigarette,  after  having  smoked  po- 
tent Russian  Machorkas'  for  al- 
most six  years." 

Helen  Arnon's  story  is  compara- 
ble to  that  of  Miss  Eui  ling's.  ' 


Warsaw,  Poland  and  was  living 
with  her  mother  there  at  the  time 
of  the  German  occupation. 

"When  Germany  marched  over 
Poland  in  1939  It  kept  me  from 
coming  to  America  as  I  had 
planned,  so  I  volunteered  my  serv- 
ices to  the  hospital  aid  of  the  Polish 
Red   Cross,"   she  stated. 

The  Polish  forces  soon  capitulated 
due  to  the  German  onslaught,  and 
it  was  then  that  Warsaw  was  cap- 
tured and  dominated  by  German 
rule,  and  she  was  taken  prisoner. 
Having  been  taken  to  a  German 
prison  camp  at  Pruszkow,  Poland 
she  later  gained  her  freedom. 
Conditions  Horrible 

"The  conditions  in  and  around 
the  camp  at  Pruszkow  were  horri- 
ble," Miss  Arnon  continued.  "The 
food,  consisting  of  soup  and  brown 
bread  was  very  hard  to  Ret.  The 
German  guards  continually  acted 
ruthless  and  without  mercy. 
When  I  made  my  escape  I  was  able 
to    reach    a    home    of   my    friends 

It  was  not  until  the  Russian  of- 
fensive started  In  January,  1944 
that  she  saw  any  hope  of  being 
freed       from       German       bondage. 

Both  Miss  Arnon  and  Miss  Bur- 
ling*, who  are  capable  of  speaking 
a  various  number  of  languages,  in- 
cluding French.  Polish,  Russian, 
and  German  are  interested  in  join- 
ing  the  college's  Foreign  Student

ever  the  number  of  checks  that  do  not  arrive  on 
time  for  veterans,  who  live  from  month  to 
run  their  sixty-five  dollars,  is  inexcus- 
able. 

Many  veterans  are  ejected  from  their  living 
quarters  because  their  rental  payments  are  not 
prompt,  because  of  the  delay  of  checks. 

Consequently,  G.I.  students  are  forced  to 
withdraw  from  colleges,  as  recently  witnessed 
in  many  bay  area  institutions,  when  checks 
failed  to  arrive  on  time. 

We  are  only  asking  why,  when  Congress  has 
appropriated  money  for  student  veterans,  the 
simple  matter  of  distributing  checks  to  the  vets 
should  be  delayed  from  one  week  to  a  month! 

Perhaps  the  reason  for  this  is  the  lack  of 
personnel  at  the  Veterans  Administration. 

Economy  in  government  is  a  good  thing;  but 
when  the  appropriation  of  a  comparatively 
small  sum  of  money  to  employ  more  workers  in 
distributing  subsistence  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  of  Congress  causes  undue  hardships  for 
veterans,  then  economy  is  going  too  far. 

Keep  The  Issue  Hot 

'THE   DRIVE   to  change  the  college  name   is 
gaining  momentum  each  week— so  much  so 
that  it  is  believed  the  change  will  be  effected 
before  the  end  of  this  semester. 

However,  if  the  supporters  become  uninter- 
ested or  fail  to  keep  the  issue  alive  and  hot,  the 
college  will  continue  to  be  called  "junior."

Carswill  be  banned  from  the 
west  campus  from  Monday,  De- 
cember 8  to  Friday,  December 
12,  it  was  announced  today  by 
Dean  Edward  E.  Sandys.  The  action 
was  taken  to  show  students  the  seri- 
ousness of  the  clean-up  problem  on 
the  college  grounds. 

In  a  statement  to  The  Guardsman, 
Dean  Sandys  said.  "Despite  our  re- 
quest that  students  refrain  from 
dropping  luncheon  refuse  on  the 
parking  area,  the  practice  has  con- 
tinued. 

"We  regret  to  announce  that  west 
campus  parking  privileges  will  be  re- 
voked for  one  week  from  December 
8  to  December  12.

Twice  before  Dean  Sandys  has 
warned  students  on  this  condition, 
saying  that  action  would  necessarily 
be  taken  if  it  continued.

Sandys  also  warned  that  compar- 
able action  will  be  taken  in  the  stu-

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Our  Strongest  Weapon  In 
Peace  Fight  Is  Education 

JN  THREE  days,  just  six  short  years  will  have 

T*assed  since  the  United  States-entered  World 

War  II. 

Within  those  years,  starting  from  an  un- 
armed and  weak  nation,  the  United  States  rose 
to  the  greatest  power  in  the  world,  and  with 
that  power  aided  to  the  utmost  the  defeat  of 
Nazi  Germany  and  Imperialistic  Japan. 

We  did  this  through  concentrated  effort  of 
all  the  people  of  this  nation  in  a  supreme  ef- 
fort to  rid  the  world  of  forces  detrimental  to 
the  well  being  of  free  people  the  world  over. 

The  cost  in  money  and  lives  used  to  win  this 
conflict  was  prohibitive. 

Yet,  today,  just  a  scant  two  years  after  World 
War  II  ended,  a  new- peril  in  the  form  of  con- 
flicting ideologies  seems  to  be  sweeping  the 
world. 

We'd  be  fools  to  maintain  a  "head  in  the 
sand"  attitude  and  rely  on  the  goodness  in  man 
to  prevent  another  major  war,  which  certainly 
would  make  the  last  one  appear  diminutive  by 
comparison. 

In  consequence,  on  this  commemoration  of 
the  disastrous  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor,  it  would 
do  us  well  as  citizens  of  the  United  States  to 
think  clearly  on  the  present  issues  at  stake. 

This  nation  does  not  want  another  war,  yet 
to  maintain  the  peace  we  fought  so  hard  to 
gain,  it  is  necessary  for  each  one  of  us  to  work 
with  equal  vigor  that  we  used  in  fighting  the 
war.  to  fight  for  the  PEACE. 

Came  Still  Belongs  To  Us 

JN  DEFEAT  as  well  as  in  victory  this  college 

is  one  of  the  few  in  the  bay  area  that  can 
well  point  with  pride  at  its  football  team. 

Handicapped  from  the  outset  by  a  lack  of 
funds  to  buy  enough  equipment,  no  choice 
scholarships  dangled  before  their  eyes,  no  pay 
in  any  size,  shape  or  form,  the  men  played  as 
pure  unadulterated  amateurs. 

Just  a  bunch  of  guys  who  played  football  be- 
cause they  like  the  sport. 

Liked  it  well  enough  to  submit  to  bruising 
body  contact  every  day  in  the  week  at  practice 
session,  then  go  out  on  weekends  to  take  on 
any  team  willing  to  meet  them.

TfETERANS'  rights!  Veteran  groups  to  sway 
public  opinion!   Veteran  pressure  groups  in 
Congress!  We  are  surrounded  by  the  veteran 
on  all  sides. 

It  is.,  strange  that  there  are  not  clubs  for  persons 
who  have  never  robbed  a  bank!  It  is  just  as  much 
against  the  law  to  evade  wartime  military  service  as 
it  is  to  rob  a  bank. 

Is  it  fair  to  persons  who,  through  no  fault  of  their 
own  were  not  in  the  military  services,  to  be  herded 
together  under  the  obnoxious  title  of  "non-veteran"? 
As  a  group,  non-veterans  are  shortchanged  on  jobs, 
on  entrance  into  colleges,  and  on  most  activities 
where  they  must  compete  with  the  mighty  veteran. 

In  all  out,  total  war,  why  should  we  continue  to  dis- 
tinguish between  the  uniformed  corporal  operating  a 
telephone  switchboard  3,000  miles  from  the  war.  and 
a  machinis-t  in  the  same  city  turning  out  war  ma- 
terial?    Both  are  helping  to  win  the  war. 

"Oiir-gallnnt-hoys-at-the-front"  has  lost  most  of  Its 
significance  since  armies  have  been  mechanized  and 
have  grown  into  hordes  of  technicians.  If  a  king  of  a 
country  still  led  his  little  army  into  combat  person- 
ally, and  each  soldier  without  exception  met  the  en- 
emy in  combat,  then  those  veterans  could  reasonably 
hold  out  as  a  favored  few. 

In  modern  war,  however,  only  a  relatively  small 
percentage  of  soldiers  ever  sees  actual  physical  com- 
bat, and  the  success  or  failure  of  battles  hangs  in  the 
balance  until  one  side  produces  (with  civilian  labor) 
enough  machines  of  war  to  win.

Dr.  Mohr  recently  returned  from 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  California 
Junior  College  Association,  Bakers- 
field,  also  revealed  that  the  associa- 
tion not  only  approved  of  the  basket- 
ball tournament,  but  also  sanctioned 
the  "Little  Rose  Bowl"  football 
game.

Avid  Book  Collector  Likes  To  Browse 


Onstott  Finds  Famous 
Book's  First  Edition

"I'd  rather  browse  through  a 
second-hand  bookstore  than  re- 
ceive a  first  edition  presentation 
copy  of  'Forever  Amber,'  "  Philip 
Onstott,  student  bibliophile,  re- 
vealed yesterday. 

Onstott,  associated  with  the 
book  business  for  15  years,  has 
wen  h  coitcutui  ^rnd  denier  In  rare 
books  through  most  of  that  period. 

Recently,  while  thumbing 
through  the  bargain  pile  of  a 
second-hand  bookstore,  Onstott 
picked  up  a  first  edition  of  The 
Man  Who  Knew  Coolldge,  by  Sin- 
clair Lewts,  for  35  cents.  This 
book  is  now  valued  at  about  five 
dollars. 

Bargains  like  this  are  always 
possible  for  the  observant  collec- 
tor, according  to  Onstott,  who  cited 
a  classic  example  of  a  first  edition 
of  Poe's  Murders  in  the  Rue 
Morgue,  purchased  for  about  25 
cents  and  sold  later  at  auction  for 
$20,000. 

Book  collectors,  according  to 
Onstott,  usually  specialize  In  col- 
lecting a  particular  type  of  book, 
some  collecting  only  cook  books, 
gardening  books,  books  on  Cali- 
fornia or  some  other  special  type. 

Onstott  specializes  in  first  edi- 
tions of  Amerjcan  authors,  and  his 
collection  includes  rare  works  by 
John  Stein*>eck,  Thomas  Wolfe, 
Booth  Tarkington,  Lafcadio  Hearn, 
and  Frank  Norrig. 

"The  novice  should  not  expect 
huge  profits  from  books  bought  at 
a  low  price."  Onstott  said,  "Since 
cases  like  the  first  edition  Pop,  al- 
though always  possible,  are  excep- 
tional   rather    than   common. 

The  novice,  Onstott  pointed  out, 
should  cover  book  auctions  and 
the  second-hand  bookstores,  con- 
stantly searching-  for  bargains. 
Doing  this,  he  will  have  a  good 
hobby  and  may  find  a  treasure.

Instructor  of  communications  at 
Columbia  University  last  summer 
after  a  Sabbatical  leave  from  this 
college,  Miriam  Escher  yesterday 
confirmed  reports  that  she  has  been 
invited  to  speak  on  the  Columbia 
course  at  the  annual  convention  of 
the  National  Speech  Association  of 
America. 

Stressing  the  fact  that  the  course 
she  taught  shouldn't  be^^n  fused ._

Escher  explained  Columbia's  offering 
as  an  interpretive  rather  than  a  basic 
skills  program. 

Taught  as  a  graduate  course  at 
the  eastern  university,  communica- 
tions deals  with  interpreting  propa- 
ganda and  ideas  behind  media  of 
communication  other  than  actual 
print. 

NKW   METHODS 

The  program  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  radio,  cartoons,  picture  maga- 
zines, and  the  motion  pictures  have 
replaced  the  printed  word  as  the 
primary  method  of  imposing  ideas. 

Radio  was  cited  as  a  major  exam- 
ple by  Mrs.  Escher  of  one  of  the 
more  powerful  modes  for  influencing 
thought,  its  commentators  and  news- 
casters reaching  far  more  people 
than  the  newspaper  at  its  best  ever 
did.

•J"HE  BIGGEST  gun  in  the 
Navy,  Fleet  Admiral  Chester 
Nimitz,  pulled  into  town  the 
other  day  to  set  up  his  head- 
quarters as  an  assistant  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy.   ' 

He  immediately  called  a  confer- 
ence to  give  the  word  to  the  press 
as  to  the  nature  of  his  new  Job; 
which  still  appears  a  little  vague  to 
the  interested  spectator. 

Of  course  everyone  is  a  little  vague 
as  to  the  future  of  our  Navy.  On 
such  little  matters  as  to  the  feasi- 
bility of  keeping  huge  fleets  of  slow 
moving  targets,  such  as  the  aircraft 
carrier  and  battleship,  represent. 
NIMITZ  "SEES"  AIR  POWER 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Nim- 
itz has  acknowledged  that  the  air- 
plane is  here  to  stay  when  he  reveal- 
ed the  Navy  found  the  carrier  the 
most  effective  combat  ship  in  the 
last  war. 

This  Is  a  startling  confession  for 
an  old  sailor  to  make,  but  Nimitz 
wasn't  stepping  on  any  toes  that 
haven't  been  trodden  on   before. 

He's  an  old  submarine  man,  and, 
in  the  Navy,  a  sub  man  doesn't  talk 
to  a  battleship  man,  and  the  battle- 
ship fraternity  simply  won't  rub  el- 
bows with  anyone  tainted  with  an 
aroma  of  aviation  gasoline. 
WHERE'S   THE   ARKANSAS? 

There  were  a  lot  of  questions  that 
went  unanswered  during  the  press 
conference,  and  we'd  like  to  have 
asked  the  Admiral  some,  only  we 
weren't  invited  to  the  meet  to  begin 
with,  and  he  probably  wouldn't  or 
couldn't  answer  them  anyhow. 

One  question  that  Intrigues  us  no 
end  is,  "What  ever  happened  to  the 
USS  Arkansas?"  Here  was  the  case 
of  a  29,000  ton  battleship  completely 
vanishing  in  Bikini  Lagoon  when 
they  set  off  the  second  test  atom 
bomb. 

Then  we  might  follow  that  with, 
|*Why  are  they  continuing  construc- 
tion on  battleships  like  the  USS  Ken- 
tucky if  they  are  scheduled  for  the 
same  type  of  fate  that  befell  the 
Arkansas?"

Difficulties  in  widening  the  west 
side  of  Phelan  Avenue  up  to  Flood 
Avenue  were  explained  ^by  Brooks 
in  that  ownership  of  the  property  is 
divided. 

In  addition,  from  Judson  to  Flood 
Avenues,  the  property  is  in  small 
holdings  and  in  a  generally  improved 
condition. 

Porter  pointed  out  that  this  proj- 
ect is  only  in  the  formulative  stage 
and  would  probably  take  at  least  a 
year  to  start  the  actual  work  neces- 
sary. 

"Perhaps  once  the  actual  work  be- 
gins, there  is  a  possibility  that  an 
overpass  can  be  constructed  from  the 
main  building  site  to  the  west  ram- 
pus  for  the  safety  of  the  students." 
Porter  added. 

Porter  was  elected  president  of  the 
association  last  June  with  the  term 
of  office  running  for  one  year.

John  Hare,  zoology  instructor  here 
always  ready  to  rally  to  the  stu- 
dent's cause,  came  to  t  »n-  reman*  by 
Introducing  a  course  In  I.  ■  ■ 
minology  In  hopes  of  clarifyinu  l  his 
jargon.  Hare  stated  frankly  the 
course  was  merely  an  experiment, 
and  its  continuance  would  depend 
upon  the  reaction  of  students. 

The  course,  now  under  the  heading 
of  biology  14,  consisting  qf  word 
analysis  and  classification  of  plant 
and  animal  life,  proved  exceedingly 
useful  to  students  in  the  field  of 
biology. 

Hare  Inaugurated  a  course  still  In

Its  infancy,  and  when  he  searched 
for  adequate  rextl>.,.il,s,  he  tVrime.to 
the  conclusion  none  was  in  exist- 
ence. He  then  assumed  the  fcnlossal 
task  of  preparing  one  himself. 


During  the  spring  semester,  Hare 
experimented  with  mimeographed 
sheets  giving  the  Greek  and  Latin 
roots  of  terms  in  common  use.  For 
example,  "cephalo"  means  "head"  in 
Greek.  Thus  any  term  containing 
"cephalo"  usually  pertains  to  the 
head  or  brain.  By  combining  the 
various  jootsr-4t-4»»po8sible  to  deei-" 
pher   the   context   of  words. 

After  making  changes  in  his  orig- 
inal outline,  Hare  commenced  the 
text.  He  claims  the  task  is  appall- 
ing in   its   immensity. 

It  is  like  writing  a  dictionary. 
Hare  says  all  night  long  he  sees  a 
steady  stream  of  words  In  his 
dreams.  The  situation  has  reached 
the  stage  where  he  doesn't  dare  eat 
a  bowl  of  alphabet  soup. 

In  its  final  form,  the  book  will 
consist  of  about  a  thousand  of  the 
most  common  Greek  and  Latin  roots, 
and  a  comprehensive  section  review- 
ing the  techniques  of  word  analysis 
and  word  building  which  have  proven 
useful  to  students  In  the  field  of 
biological  science.

potential  death  trap.  It  is  estimated  that  more  than  2,000  stu- 
dents cross  the  street  in  the  ten  minute  period  between  classes. 
Obviously,  with  vision  obstructed  by  parked  cars  and  with  the 

relatively  heavy  incidence  of  traffic,  a  serious  accident  is  al- 
most inevitable. 

A  few  students  have  already  been  slightly  injured,  and  many 
more  have  had  narrow  escapes. 

Brooks'  plan  calls  for  a  four  lane  artery  with  parking  space 
on  both  sides,  which,  if  supplemented  with  crosswalks  and 
stop  signs,  should  greatly  increase  the  safety  factor  >n  going 
from  one  campus  to  the  other. 

That  will  be  a  fine  thing  for  those  students  in  attendance 
here  in  the  future,  but  what  about  the  ones  here  now? 

Surely  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  and  their  representa- 
tives do  not  need  the  tragic  impact  of  a  student  death  to  start 
rectifying  this  traffic  situation. 

We  hope  not.  Let's  join  forces  with  those  who  have  been 
pleading  for  a  remedy  to  this  menace  to  student  safety.  Now 
is  the  time  for  action — before  it's  too  late!

For  one  thing,  many  have  an  idea  that  student  government 
is  a  farce,  and  for  them  it  probably  is.  Others  will  forget  to 
Vote1  or  will  be  too  immersed  in  their  studies  to  break  away. 
Some  might  find  the  election  machines  "too  complicated"  to 
operate,  and  some  will  never  realize  that  an  election  is  taking 
place. 

This  is  probably  the  most  serious  defect  in  democratic  gov- 
ernment. The  people  concerned  simply  do  not  take  the  time 
or  interest  to  participate  in  their  government.  This  lack  of 
interest  is  not  just  found  in  student  elections  but  seems  wide- 
spread throughout  all  levels  of  our  government. 

Thus,  minority  groups,  call  them  what  you  will— com- 
munists, fascists,  radicals,  reactionaries— have  been  able,  by 
around-the-clock-hard-work,  to  subvert  democratic  ideals  by 
exploiting  democratic  methods. 

The  irony  in  the  situation  is  that  the  people  who  take  the 
least  interest  in  elections  are  the  first  ones  to  cry  out  indig- 
nantly when  those  elected  fail  to  provide  a  government  they 
deem  desirable.

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Oscar  Wilde's  Play 
Termed  Hit  After 
Four  Day  Showing

Another  excellent  production 
performed  by  the  Little  Theater 
Group  ended  a  four  day  run  last 
night  with  the  final  college  per- 
formance of  Oscar  Wilde's  scintillat- 
ing comedy,  The  Importance  of  Be- 
ing: Earnest,  produced  by  Paul  El- 
lison. 

Although  all  the  actors  performed 
like  veterans, ^highest  honors  for  the 


play's  success  belong  to  Jack  Jones 
who  portrayed  Earnest  Worthing, 
and  Evelyn  Hickey,  the  Victorian 
Lady  Bracknell. 

Jones'  complete  command  of  facial 
expressions  added  greatly  to  the  hu- 
mor already  contained  in  the  dia- 
logue. Ilia  tragic  lamentations  for 
the  decease  of  his  non-existent 
brother  was  particularly  noteworthy. 
Miss  Hickey.  as  the  class-conscious 
Lady  Bracknell,  gives  a  realistic  por- 
trayal of  that  type  of  socialite,  who 
although  she  would  not  think  of  al- 
lowing a  non-blue  blood  to  marry  into 
her  family  is  willing  to  make  an  oc- 
casional exception,  provided  the  fi- 
nancial aspect  is  agreeable. 

Feminine  frivolity  is  apparent  in 
the  actions  of  both  Gwendolyn,  Jar- 
lath  McMahon,  and  Cicely,  Norma 
Carlson,  when  they  both  admit  to 
being  in  love  with  the  name  Earnest, 
rather  than  the  man  connected  with 
that  name.

Tamopol  Awarded 
Foundation  Prize 

By   Vlvienne   Smith 

For  his  brilliant  experimental 
work  in  aeronautical  welding 
during  the  early  part  of  1947. 
Lester  Tamopol,  radio  and  elec- 
tronics instructor,  was  awarded  the 
yearly  prize  of  the  Lincoln  Electric 
Arc  Welding  Foundation  in  Novem- 
ber. 

Tamopol  worked  on  the  problem 
of  welding  -aircraft  landing  gear 
While  employed  at  the  Douglas  Air- 
craft Corporation  Research  labora- 
tories, and  submitted  his  prize  win- 
ning manuscript  to  the  Foundation 
in  June. 

The  work  consisted  of  welding 
Keavj  tubing  with  an  experimental 
welding  rod,  followed  by  heat  treat- 
ment to  the  required  tensile  strength. 
His  work  developed  specimens  hav- 
ing the  tensile  strength  of  225,000 
pounds  per  square  inch  after  weld- 
ing. 

At  the  request  of  the  secretary  of 
of  the  Indian  Institute  of  Metals  at 
New  Delhi,  Tamopol  has  submitted 
a  paper  for  publication  entitled  The 
Damping  Capacities  of  Certain  Met- 
als. 

Written  in  collaboration  with  a 
student  working  for  a  master's  de- 
gree in  metallurgy  at  the  University 
of  Kentucky,  this  paper  recently  won 
the  first  prize  in  a  contest  sponsored 
by  the  Central  Appalachian  Section 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining 
and  Metallurgical  Engineers.

thousand.  This  year's 
permit!  number  eleven  thousand  and 
upward,  so  the  illegal  cards  are  eas- 
ily spotted  and,  just  as  easily,  con- 
fiscated. 

Others  use  just  any  card  similar  to 
a  permit.  These  fake  cards  don't 
fool  Arrington  at  all.  He  may  let  the 
ear  go  through  once,  but  will  re- 
member the  time  of  the  episode  and 
the  description  of  the   lawbreaker. 

Then,  the  next  time,  the  illegal 
entry  is  averted  and  usually  never 
tried  again,  because  of  shame  and 
knowledge  of  certain  frustration. 

Officer  Arrington  has  in  his  pos- 
session a  homemade  card  that  he 
suspected  phony  some  time  ago.  The 
first  time  the  entrance  was  success- 
ful, but  Arrington  remembered  that 
The  red  printing  on  the  card  ^ 
shade  off  the  rest.  The  forger  was 
apprehended  on  the  next  attempt 
and  the  card  taken  away. 

"That's  a  good  way  to  start  in 
serious  forgery,"  was  Arrington's 
comment 

There  will  soon  be  a  change  in  the 
rules  governing  the  parking  permits 
to  the  west  campus,  Arrington  said. 

The  plan  is  to  call  in  all  active 
cards  and  replace  them  with  window- 
stickers.  There  will  be  a  set  for  in- 
structors and  a  set  for  students.  The 
stickers  must  be  stuck  on  cars  win- 
dows. "No  one  will  be  able  to  get 
through  the  gate  without  a  sticker 
on    the   window,"    Arrington   said. 

The  new  plan  is  hoped  to  stop, 
completely,  all  illegal  entrances  to 
the  west  campus.

The  Indian  interlude  was  one  of 
starvation  and  misery  in  a  land 
strangling  itself  to  death.  The  pic- 
tures sent  in  by  men  of  the  Group 
show  death  everywhere,  from  the 
Hunting-  Ghats  along  (he  Hooghly 
Klver  in  Calcutta  to  the  living,  dead 
souls  walking  the  main  streets  of  a 
thousand  villages. 

The  farming  communities  of  west- 
ern China,  however,  were  another 
story.  Here  lived  people  blessed 
with  absolutely  nothing  but  a  plot  of 
ground  and  strong  backs  to  work  it, 
>ct  they  possessed  a  zest  for  living 
that  many  Americans  will  never 
achieve. 

Then-  was  only  one  thing  that 
marred  the  happiness  of  the  Chinese 
peasant  In  his  short  but  happy  life. 
And  that  was  a  little  matter  of  a 
huge  dragon  that  pursued  him 
throughout   his   lifetime. 

Every  Chinese  farmer  had  his  own 
personal  dragon  trailing  behind,  and 
when  the  first  B-29's  landed  at  Kwan- 
ghan  he  thought  he  found  salvation. 
A»  these  ships  taxied  slowly  Into 
revetments  off  the  runway,  the  air 
crews  were  no  little  perturbed  at 
the  many  Chinese  who  would  dash 
out  in  front  of  the  huge  whirling  pro- 
pellors  and  scamper  madly  away 
just  before  the  big  plane  overtook 
them. 

Crowds  along  the  airstrip  watched 
and  laughed  at  the  parade  of  flying 
farmers.  A  few  failed  to  get  out  of 
the  way  in  time  and  the  crowd  would 
-roar  -wITh  Taughter,  point  their 
thumbs  down  and  scream,  "Boo 
How!"  (no  good)  at  the  luckless  in- 
dividual. If  a  farmer  made  it  past 
safely  thpy  would  yell  "Ding  How!" 
'good),  with  their  thumbs  pointed 
up. 

As  It  was  learned  later,  the  Chi- 
nese farmer  who  made  It  the  closest 
to  the  flying  props  and  got  away, 
succeeded  in  gaining  eternal  happi- 
ness, because,  while  he  made  It 
through  safely,  the  big  dragon  chas- 
ing him  was  destroyed  forever  in  the 
propellor  blades.

New  Attitudes  Needed 
To  Combat  Job  Slump 

Unemployment  insurance  benefits 
rose  from  17,800  unemployed  work- 
ers a  week  in  December  to  21.700  a 
week  in  January,  and  are  getting 
worse  rather  than  better,  Joseph 
Amori  revealed  in  a  speech  before 
the  Business  Educator's  Forum  in 
Palo   Alto,   February   27. 

This  startling  change  has  had  its 
effect  upon  the  college,  although 
Amori  stated  he  has  been  able  to 
place  many  students.  Even  so,  he 
cannot  hop*'  to  protect  Job-hunting 
college  students  completely  from  the 
employment   slump. 

Many  firms  now  are  setting  a  mini- 
mum age  of  21  years,  and  still  others 
a  maximum  age  of  28  to  30  years,  or 
both.  Some  employers  are  not  em- 
ploying the  young,  inexperienced 
graduate  if  they  can  find  older  and 
more  experienced  ones,  Amori  point- 
ed out 

"Many  students  are  still  thinking 
In  terms  of  $500  a  month,  and  have  to 
accept  jobs  paying  from  SI  85  to 
$225,"  he  said,  adding,  "employers  say- 
that  students  should  think  more  of 
education  for  service  and  less  of  edu- 
cation for  protit."

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Why  Not  Socialize  Education?  The 
CI  Bill  Of  Rights"  Is  Working! 

mHEN  the  GI  Kill  of  Rights  came  before  the  public's  eye 

there  were  many  cries  that  the  government  was  about  to 

launch  a  program  of  turning  out  a  crop  of  "intellectual  bums.-' 

The  inference  was  that  the  newly-returned  veteran  would 


be  given  a  free  ride,  plus  a  monthly  subsistence  check,  on  a 
sort  of  WPA  project.  Only  instead  of  leaning  on  a  rubber- 
handled  shovel  he'd  lean  across  an  empty  desk  and  absorb 
nothing  in  the  way  of  education. 

Upon  looking  about  this  campus^— and  fhis  is  as  typical  a 
college  as  the  next  one — it  is  a  little  difficult  to  find  any 
strong  evidence  of  classroom  hoboes. 

It  would  seem,  rather,  that  veterans  are  being  accorded  no 
more  and  no  less  favoritism  or  "breaks"  in  the  way  of  grades 
or  in  easier  courses. 

Aside  from  die-hard  rationalizers,  who  privately  regret 
breaking  off  their  own  education,  saying:  "Going  to  college, 
eh?  Well,  it's  better  than  working,"  veterans  have  been  left 
to  their  own  merit. 

Proof  that  the  GI  Bill  is  no  loafer's  paradise  can  be  found 
in  the  records  of  the  college  honor  society.  It  can  be  found  by 
peering  into  any  classroom  and  hearing  stimulated  conversa- 
tions carried  on,  in  large  part,  by  older,  more  matured  stu- 
dents whose  education  was  interrupted  by  war. 

All  this  evidence  points  the  way  toward  an  impending 
peaceful  revolution  within  education's  ranks.  There  is  no 
reason  why  all  can't  share  in  a  permanent  GI  Bill  of  Rights 
wherein  high  school  graduates  proving  eligible,  would  have 
their  own  path  toward  an  AB  degree  subsidized  by  the  gov- 
ernment. 

Foes  of  socialism  in  any  form  would  hop  on  this  proposal 
like  so  many  locusts  in  a  cornfield.  Yet  if  the  whole  program 
is  kept  on  a  voluntary  basis,  and  a  competitive  spirit  is  instilled 
throughout,  then  the  only  enemies  to  be  found  against  the 
program  would  be  those  who  fear  an  educated  population. 

It  would  certainly  help  bring  out  a  lot  of  termites  now  with- 
in the  planks  of  American  government.

pORUM,  the  college  yearly  lit- 
erary magazine,  received  the 
"thumbs  down"  treatment  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  Student 
Council. 

Like  a  somewhat  bewildered  glad- 
iator without  any  shield  to  defend 
himself,  the  Forum  staggered  into  the 
Student  Council  arena  with  the  ti- 
gers Jumping  like  mad  to  get  in  on 
the  kill. 

The  Forum  magazine  was  one  of 
first  contests  on  the  program,  when 
Student  President  Max  Call  present- 
ed the  council  with  a  "request"  from 
th*  English  Department  (Dr.  Mer- 
cer and  John  Gerstung  are  faculty 
advisers  for  the  magazine)  for  ap- 
proval of  a  possible  budge*  allotment 
for  the  Forum. 

Triumvirate  Dean  Jack  Brady  im- 
mediately received  recognition  from 
the  president  and  pointed  out  that 
the  Forum  was  definitely  a  rosing 
proposition. 

He  explained  that  last  year's  lit- 
erary magazine  had  lost  somewhere 
between  $500  and  $600  of  the  Associ- 
ated Student  funds.  . 

It  appeared  that  many  of  the  coun- 
cil members  were  unfamiliar  with 
the  complete  situation  pertaining  to 
the  magazine,  financially  and  other- 
wise. As  there  was  no  official  repre- 
sentative present  to  defend  the 
magazine.  Jack  Hurley  asked  that  a 
committee  be  formed  to  Investigate 
all  the  possible  angles  of  the  annual 
literary'  piece.

The  recent  action  taken  by 
the  Student  Council  regarding 
their  refusal  to  appropriate  suf- 
ficient funds  for  the  publication 
of  the  Forum  Magazine  was  not  only 
a  flagrant  example  of  this  Student 
Government's  attitude  toward  the 
cultural  elements  of  this  College,  but 
also  a  blatant  abuse  of  democratic 
procedure. 

The  awareness  of  the  traditional 
and  the  cultural  significance  of  the 
Forum   Magazine   is   of   utmost    im- 


out  the  period  of  twelve  years  since 
the  founding  of  the  College,  Issued 
every4" Spring  Semester  the  magazine 
contained  literarv  works,  such  as  es- 
savs,  reviews,  poems;  it  contained  art 
works  ol  the  students,  it  contained 
musical  and  drama  interpretations. 

It  has  been  the  only  vehicle  for 
this  type  of  expression  afforded  the 
students. 

The  action  taken  at  the  meeting  of 
February  26,  in  voting  the  Forum 
Magazine  out  of  existence  was  a 
characteristic  example  of  the  bias 
and  preconceived  attitudes  that  pre- 
vail in  the  Student  Council. 

No  authorized  representative  of 
the  magazine  had  been  asked  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  discussion.  The  de- 
fense of  the  Forum  was  carried  out 
by  persons  not  in  possession  of  the 
correct  figures  pertaining  to 'cost  and 
circulation.  Consequently,  there  was. 
complete  misrepresentation. 


The  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
Council  was  attended  by  a  represen- 
tative of  the  Forum,  who,  benefiting 

In  the  few  moments  of  the  Council's 
time  granted  him,  was  unable  to 
stimulate  any  serious  debate  or  re- 
consideration of  the  issue.  The  disre- 
spect and  tfie  unjustifiable  attitude  on 
the  part  ol  a  large  number  of  Coun- 
cil members  reached  a  point  of  ridi- 
cule towards  this  further  presenta- 
tion of  the  issue. 

The  essential  facts  of  the  financial 
side  of  the  case  arc  these  last  year, 
when  the  A.S.C.C.  budget  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $20,000,  the  Forum 
requested  $1,500.  Of  that  amount 
$900  was  used  and  the  $430  realized 
was  refunded. 

This  year,  with  the  budget  at  $ir>.- 
000,  the  Forum  is  asking  for  $650. 
and  it  may  safely  be  assumed  that 
well  over  half  that  amount  will  be 
returned.  In  light  of  other  student 
activities  where  thousands  of  dollars 
are  invested  with  no  hope  of  return, 
any  possible  deficit  incurred  by  the 


Forum  Magazine  is  Insufficient  justi- 
fication for  its  abolishment. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  because 
there  is  no  legalized  channel  of  pro- 
test at  appeal,  we,  the  students  who

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What  Price  Culture  ?  Publication 
Of  Forum  Magazine  Must  Not  Stop 

1X7HAT  Price  Culture?  This  question  was  asked  in  the  last 
Student  Council  meeting  when  the  fate  of  Forum  Maga- 
zine came  up  for  discussion. 

Forum,  the  college  literary  magazine  is.  at  this  writing,  "on 
the  ropes."  from  a  financial  point  of  view;  although  a  few- 
council  members  have  let  hasty  judgment  of  last  year's  issue 
(only  one  of  12)  color  their  outlook  on  the  magazine's  merits. 

The  Student  Council's  chief  objection  to  Forum  is  the  finan- 
cial.loss,  sustained  in  pricing.  Last  year  this  loss  amouTtfed- 
to  about  $450. 

The  Guardsman  believes  a  price  cannot  be  put  on  culture 
BUT,  inasmuch  as  this  college  is  not  richly  endowed  and  can- 
not stand  further  losses,  another  track  must  be  taken.  A  less 
expensive  issue  of  Forum  can  be  printed. 

Budget  or  no  budget  Forum  Magazine  is  STILL  a  recognized 
publication.  And.  as  such,  should  make  its  yearly  appearance 
despite  obstacles  in  its  path. 

Many  members  of  The  Guardsman  staff  have  contributed  to 
past  issues,  ivlany  stand  ready  to  write  for  Forum  again  if 
and  when  the  call  is  issued. 

It  is  not  imperative  that  Forum  appear  on  slick  paper,  re- 
plete with  glossy  photographs  and  four-color  engraved  cover 
designs. 

Art  woi*k  can  be  sacrificed  if  necessary.  This  does  not  mean 
that  the  work  of  college  art  students  should  not  be  seen  .  .  . 
there  are  hallway  display  cases  that  can  be  used  for  that 
purpose. 

The  talent  in  the  large  English  department  of  this  college 
needs  an  outlet.  That  outlet  is  Forum  Magazine  and  The 
Guardsman  says:  Let  it  be  printed!

|M>le — they  didn't   have  bases  yet. 

The  batter  lost  either  way,  be- 
cause if  he  kept  a  weather  eye  peeled 
for  the  ball  he  undoubtedly  would 
bounce  off  the  pole,  whereas  if  he 
made  tracks  for  the  safety  of  the 
pole  he  would  be  cooled  by  a  bean 
hall,  both  of  which  arc  rough  on  the 
body.

Going  To  College 
Plays  Part  In  The 
Fireman's  Training

When  a  fireman  isn't  loung- 
ing around  the  station  playing 
pinochle,  he's  having  a  whale  of 
a  time  chopping  holes  in  roofs 
and  throwing  water  around.  It's  a 
"soft   touch." 

If  that's  your  opinion  tread  softly 
when  passing  Building  4  on  the  west 
campus,  where  Battalion  Commander 
Jesse  H.  McLendon  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Fire  Department  instructs  an 
average  of  30  in-service  firemen  and 
officers  a  week. 
Much  Information  Needed 

"When  Are  strikes  it  must  be  corn- 
batted  under  a  great  variety  of  cir- 
cumstances," McLendon  observed.  "A 
detailed  account  of  what  a  fireman 
must  know  would  fill  a  large  book, 
let  alone  a  newspaper,"  he  smiled 
knowingly. 

The  firemen's  college  here,  accord- 
ing to  McLendon,  was  started  last 
October  under  the  auspices  of  the 
San  Francisco  Fire  Department  using 
the  facilities  of  the  college.  Periodi- 
cally, the  department  details  a  cer- 
tain group  of  firemen  and  officers  to 
take  instruction.  At  present  there 
are  12  officers  and  20  firemen  taking 
the  course. 
Varied  Type  Equipment 

"These  men  study  the  use  of  all 
fire  fighting  equipment,"  McLendon 
explained,  adding,  "there  are  many 
types  of  fir"  extinguishers,  hose  noz- 
zles, couplings,  fog  devices  and  arti- 
ficial breathing  apparatus  with  which 
to  become  familiar." 

Protection  of  property  and  salvage 
work  also  have  to  be  considered  .Mc- 
Lendon claimed.  Thousands  of  dol- 
lars are  saved  for  property  owners 
through  action  taken  by  firemen  in 
salvaging  material  before  it  is  con- 
sumed by   fire.

AS  IF  IT  weren't  a  tough  enough  deal  rearing  children  in 
crowded  Quonset  ancLVictory  Huts,  the  residents  of  Hur- 
Tey~TiIIage~aie  currently  faced  with  another  problem  that  de- 
mands immediate  attention. 

Over  in  the  housing  project  for  married  students  attending 
college  here  are  75  children  who  have  no  playground  facilities 
other  than  a  tiny  sandbox  that  is  getting  more  thao  its  amount 
of  wear  and  tear.  ( 

If  you  can  picture  75  children  jammed  into  the  sandbox  at 
the  same  time  you  have  a  fair  idea  of  what  the  Hurley  resi- 
dents are  up  against  at  this  writing. 

The  parents  of  these  children  can't  possibly  take  time  out 
to  construct  a  playground  of  their  own:  anyone  who  takes  a 
full  load  of  college  subjects  knows  the .  hooks'must  come  first. 

And  certainly  the  women  of  the  Village  cannot  bcexpected 
to  do  the  necessary  carpentry  work  for  the  project. 

Mayor  Robinson,  in  a  dedication  ceremony  held  some  time 
ago  at  Hurley  Village,  promised  official  action  on  this  situa- 
tion. No  further  word  has  been  received  from  the  City  Hall 
on  the  matter. 

Promising  something  isn't  getting  it  done  however,  and  The 
Guardsman  intends  to  pursue  the  issue  until  something  has 
been  done  for  the  children. 

The  Mayor  has  shqwn  complete  willingness  of  action  on 
huge  civic  projects  now  underway;  we  feel  that  he  will  come 
through  on  this  situation  in  like  style. 

This  is  a  chance  for  a  big  city  to  open  a  big  heart,  by  provid- 
ing adequate  recreational  equipment  for  deserving  children  of 
deserving  parents. 

What  with  studies  taking  up  all  th^ir  time  and.  more  impor- 
tant, trying  to  get  by  the  inflated  cost  of  living  on  frozen 
wages,  these  families  are  urgently  in  need  of  help,  and  right 
now ! 

It  will  be  a  very  small  investment  but  the  return  will  be  tre- 
mendous. Seventy-five  happy  kids  would  be  a  heart  warming 
sight  around  any  campus.  *  -

The  Case  Of  The  Vet  Wage  Ceiling 

n  RAISE  in  subsistence  pay  of  $10  a  month  for  single  veter- 
ans and  SI 5  for  married  vets  would  ordinarily  be  a  signal 
for  considerable  rejoicing. 


Yet  there  will  be  no  mad  dancing  around  a  campus  Maypole 
about  it;  in  fact,  hardly  a  murmur  has  been  heard  to  the  effect. 

Ironically  enough  there  are  many  veterans  attending  col- 
lege under  the  GI  Bill,  particularly  married  ones,  who  will 
actually  regret  the  raise,  as  it  will  force  them  to  revise  their 
hours  considerably  on  part-time  jobs. 

It  mustn't  be  forgotten  that  the  same  old  ceiling  will  -still 
apply  to  those  working  while  attending  college.  The  joker  is 
still  there,  in  small  print:  no  single  student  can  earn  more  than 
$175  per  month  and  no  married  student  may  earn  more  than 
$200  each  month. 

This  law  reads  like  something  that  might  have  been  legis- 
lated elsewhere  than  in  Washington.  D.T.;  say  Moscow?  Under 
analysis,  the  ceiling  provision  doesn't  smack  of  socialism  but 
communism  in  pure  form. 

Congress  and  the  Veterans  Administration  are  not  only  pun- 
ishing the  majority  for  the  actions  of  a  small  minority  (the 
ceiling  went  into  effect  to  stop  cases  of  chiseling  in  the  on-the- 
job  program)  but  are  laying  down  an  important  duty. 

There  is  no  reason  why  any  man  should  be  stripped  of  his 
earning  power,  whether  he  is  attending  school  or  not.  If  any 
veteran  attending  college  today  can  work  four  hours  a  day  and 
more,  and  still  meet  scholastic  standards,  he  should  be  allowed, 
along  with  every  other  free  citizen  in  the  country,  to  make  all 
the  money  be  can. 

If  any  veteran  fails  to  meet  scholastic  requirements,  the  VA 
should  immediately  cut  off  his  subsistence  allowance. 

It  is  not  within  the  realm  of  the  Veterans  Administration's 
power,  NOR  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  it  should  be 
added,  to  throttle  the  earning  power  of  any  citizen  of  America.

This  will  be  followed  by  the  usual  routine  investigation  into 
the  matter  and  a  promise  that  "something  will  be  done  to  avert 


future  trag€ 

.  .  .  Wait  until  it  happens  then  sit  around  and  cry  about  it; 
how  many  times  a  year  does  this  act  repeat  itself  in  the  city? 

It  will  take_a  very  little  outlay  of  money  and  time  to  prevent 
or  at  least  lessen  the  shock  of  such  a  tragedy' 

Too,  a  little  quick  action  right  now  will  forestall  the  appear- 
ance, of  a  number  of  conscience-stricken  people  who  will  run 
around  nmmbKng:  "I  told  you  so.'*  for  a  few  days  after  the 
accident. 

The  Guardsman  does  not  want  to  be  in  the  "I  told  you  so" 
category,  and  most  important,  does  not  want  death  or  injury 
to  a  student  to  be  the  motivating  factor  in  straightening  out 
the  current  traffic  mess. 

Two  steps  must  be  taken  immediately: 

On  the  west  campus  more  and  larger  speed  limit  signs  must 
be  placed  in  prominent  spots  advertising  the  legal  speed  limit. 
Incidentally,  just  how  many  people,  drivers  especially,  are 
aware  that  10  miles  per  hour  is  the  maximum  speed  permitted 
on  the  campus? 

At  the  Ocean  and  Phelan  Avenues  intersection  a  stop  sign- 
not  just  an  arterial  stop — must,  and  should  be.  erected. 

When  one  considers  the  fact  that  between  Alemany  Boule- 
vard and  Sloat  Boulevard,  a  distance  of  nearly  one-half  mile, 
there  are  no  stop  signs,  it  is  little  wonder  that  cars  have  been 
clocked  at  40  to  50  miles  an  hour  in  going  past  this  intersection.

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The  Mac  Arthur  Legend;  Ready -Made 
Campaign  Against  A  Great  Soldier 

TT  DOESN'T  take  a  particularly  analytical  mind  to  witness 

the  spectacle  of  a  great  American  military  hero  putting  his 
war  record  on  a  political  block  and  having  it  shot  out  from 
beneath  Wm. 

It  even  hurts  many  of  the  men  who  served  under  him  to  see 
this  man's  wartime  accomplishments  drowned  out  by  political 
party  drum  beating,  as  they  surely  will  be  when  the  1948 
presidential  campaign  gets  into  high  gear. 

General'  Douglas  MacArthur  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best 
soldiers  America  has  ever  produced — it's  too  bad  he  can't  stay 
that  way.  ■* 

In  all  this  country's  voting  history  there  has  never  been  a 
potential  presidential  candidate  who  was  a  more  choice  target 
for  a  vicious  program  of  half-truths  and  lies  than  Douglas 
MacArthur. 

The  MacArthur  legend,  spawned  on  Bataan  in  1942  and  fed 
continually  since  then  by  millions  of  servicemen  who  served 
in  the  Pacific,  cannot  be  ignored. 

This  legend  was  the  product  of  inter-service  rivalry,  some- 
times friendly,  but  more  often  dangerously  hostile.  Actually  it 
was  a  three  cornered  "feud"  between  the  Navy,  Army,  and 
Air  Corps;  with  MacArthur  always  in  the  center. 

Typical  of  these  stories  is  the  one  that  alleges  that  Mac- 
Arthur  had  printed  thousands  of  matchbook  covers  containing 
the  words  "I  Have  Returned"  and  dropped  them  by  air  on  the 
Philippines,  prior  to  the  invasion  of  Luzon. 

Any  ex-Pacific  war  vet  can  add  to  this  anecdote  hundreds 
of  others — all  similar  in  content. 

It  is  hardly  fair  to  call  a  few  million  ex-servicemen  liars, 
but  the  stories  persist,  and  the  general's  flair  for  dramatics 
continues  to  feed  fuel  for  more  legendary  material. 

MacArthur.  would  do  well  to  copy  a  page  from  Eisenhower's 
book  and  preserve  his  excellent  military  record  instead  of 
shooting  for  the  highest  office  in  the  land  with  all  these 
strikes  against  him  from  the  start.

Guardsman  Rates  Tops  For  Twelfth  Time 

Fall  '47  Issues  Cop 


All  American  Honors 

The  Guardsman  took  highest 
honors  last  week  for  the  twelfth 
time  in  its  14  semesters  of  mem- 
bership in  the  Associated  Col- 
legiate Press  when  newspaper  judges 
awarded  it^the  All-Atnertean  Honor 
Rating  for  the  fail  semester,  1947. 

This  rating,  gained  through  the  ef- 
forts of  the  staff  under  the  leader- 
ship of  editor-in-chief,  Trev  Burrow; 
executive  editor,  George  Lajeunesse; 
managing  editor,  Herb  Levy;  and 
faculty  adviser,  Joan  Nourse,  placed 
The  Guardsman  among  five  two-year 
college  papers   judged   All-American. 

Each  college  member  of  ACP,  a  na- 
tion-wide association  of  college  news- 
papers having  its  headquarters  at  tile 
school  of  journalism  in  the  University 
of  Minnesota,  submits  a  complete  file 
of  its  publication  which  is  judged  by 
men  and  women  in  the  newspaper 
profession. 

These  judges  then  criticize  the 
papers  on  the  basis  of  news  values 
and  sources,  news  writing  a/id  edit- 
ing*" features,  editorials,  sports,  head- 
lines, typography,  and  makeup. 

The  staff  for  the  fall  of  '47  under 
the  editors  included  assistant  man- 
aging editor,  Don  Cowderoy;  feature 
editor,  Del  Pichon;  sports  editor,  Bill 
Covall,  and  Jack  Hulse,  news  editor.

Meet  In  Protest 
To  Call  Appointee 

Deliberate  absenteeism  was 
used  Thursday  by  five  Student 
Council  members  in  protest 
against  President  Max  Call's  re- 
cini    appointment    of    a    temporary 

president  to  pfrsTttr-- while  fall  was- 
in   Pasadena. 

Submitting  i  letter  to  appointee 
President  Byrne  Davis,  Associated 
Men  Student  president,  members 
Jack  Hagan,  Jack  Hurley.  Helen 
Rich.  J.V  Solonano,  and  Kurt  Levi 
Informed  the  council  of  their  action. 

Davis  read  the  letter  to  the  at- 
tending council  members,  and  then 
adjourned  the  meeting  because  a 
quorum    was    not    present. 

Explaining  the  reason  for  their  ab- 
sence, the  letter  stated  "...  In  con- 
sideration of  the  uncompromising  ac- 
tion of  a  hare  majority  of  the  Stu- 
dent Council  In  the  choice  of  a  pre- 
siding ollice,  we  regret  our  not  being 
In   attendance    today." 

Contesting  the  tetjte  m  the  group's 
action,  Davis  stated.  "There  are  some 
important  items  on  the  agenda,  and 
the  absence  of  this  group  delayed 
these   matters   considerably." 

When  asked  to  express  his  own 
opinion,  Da\is  answered,  "I  tod  that 
this  Is  a  slap  to  both  my  face  and  to 
the  students  I  represent." 

Reciting  the  incident  that  brought 
about  this  open  split  in  the  council, 
Bob  Reilly  ifcmarkecl,  "Davis  was 
legally  appointed  by  Call,  and  when 
It  was  questioned,  the  council  voted 
9  to  5  favoring   Davis." 

Hurley,  spokesman  for  the  absentee 
group,  when  interviewed  apart  from 
the  "council  chambers."  remarked, 
"Our  stand  is  not  directly  aimed  at 
Call  or-Dmis,  but  at  a  slight  major- 
ity group  blocking  the  actions  ot  a 
minority'  group,  when  the  Interests  ot 
students    affairs    are    Involved." 

Although  President  Call  will  pre- 
side' at  today's  session,  complete  at- 
tendance   has    not    been    a>surccl    yet

The  bulletin  board  in  the  right 
wing  of  the  main  building  .offers 
education  ad  infinitum  in  the  realm 
of  advertising  technique.  This  clus- 
tered board  contains  an  almost  un- 
ending Wiety  of  merchandise  to  sell, 
barter;  and  service. 

Peculiar  types  of  advertisements 
are  endowed  with  several  kinds  of 
rhetoric,  including  such  blunt  and 
cursory  appeals  as  "Radio.  $5.00.  see 
.Joe  on  the  Avenue"  i  address*  of 
course,  mentioned  i.  to  such  esthetic 
appeals  to  the  imagination  of  the 
tentative  purchaser  as  "Beautifully 
adorned  radio  combination  set  In  ex- 
quisite veneered  mahogany,  with  the 
latest  of  ultra  modern  accoutrements 
that  make  for  pleasure,  both  visually 
and  phonetically." 

Just  how  successful  this  type  of  ad- 
vertising is  in  producing  .a  buyer  is 
not  known,  but  from  all  indications, 
it  would  seem  that  the  men  and  wom- 
en who  seek  economic  stability  and 
who  want  gratifying  devices  are  be- 
ing paid  off,  if  volume  of  advertise- 
-*w*mtis,any cjUsrlon. 

Commercial  wealth  In  this  par- 
ticular brand  of  selling  naturally  de- 
pends on  the  astuteness  of  the  traders 
Involved,  but  there  could  be  more  to 
a  telephone  number  than  some  un- 
wanted merchandise.

But  unlike  the  Soviet  dissenter,  if 
the  minority  group  walks  out  of  a 
meeting  a  couple  of  more  times, 
they'll  probably  get  an  "F"  in  the 
course. 

The    Student     Council     is     known 
around  scholastic  circles  as  Poly  Sci 
2a,  with  a  grade  given  each  member 
by  Perm  Jack  Brady:     ~ 
President  Pro  Tern 

When  Max  Call,  student  president, 
and  S'ancy  Wallace,  student  vice- 
president,  took  off  for  the  Pasadena 
Studprit  Government  Conference, 
there  was  a  slight  disagreement  as 
to  who  should  preside1  over  the 
council. 

The  "king  for  a  day"  turned  out 
to  be  Byrne  Davis,  AMS  president, 
over  the  minority  group's  .opposition. 
The  vote  was  9  to  5  in  favor  of  Davis. 

Davis'  reign,  which  lasted  all  of 
ten  minutes  since  he  adjourned  the 
meeting  when  the  minority  group 
failed  to  show,  had  a  great  deal  of 
aftermath   reverberations. 

Seems  at  the  last  Tuesday's  meet- 
ing in  the  controversy  over  Davis' 
confirmation  as  acting  president  for 
the  day,  a  majority  group  member  is 
reported  to  have  threatened  a  minor- 
ity member  with  fisticuffs. 
Walkout  Arguments 

Members  of  the  majority  group 
claimed  that  the  minority  group  was 
undemocratic,  not  representing  the 
students  who  voted  them  into  office, 
and  generally  fouling  up  the  system 
of  student  government. 

As  to  the  situation  of  the  general 
walkout  of  the  minority  combo  in 
the  council,  Helen  Rich,  minority 
member,  said: 

"There  ought  to  be  wme  sort  of 
compromise  in  the  council,  in  other 
words  a  middle  point  should  he 
reached.  We  realize  there  are  two 
extremes,  so,  for  better  government, 
there  should  exist  in  the  council  a 
spirit  on  the  part  of  the  members 
to  get  together." 

Kurt  Levi,  frosh  councilite.  voiced 
his  opinion  on  the  minority  group 
stand,  when  he  stated:  "We  failed 
to  attend  the  Thursday  meeting  of 
the  student  council,  as  a  protest  to 
the  way  the  majority  overrules  the 
minority  on  every  issue  pertaining 
to  voting.  Every  time  they  bring  up 
something,  inevitably  it  passes,  be- 
cause of  their  majority  rule." 

Speaking  for  the  opposition.  George 
Tapanis,  Sophomore  councilman  and 
majority  party  member,  declared:  "I 
can  readily  see  their  point  In  not 
showing  up  for  the  meeting,  but  such 
continued  action  would  result  In  the 
weakening  of  student  government,  If 
not  its  destruction."

To  Nail  Down  The  NSA  Question 

p*OR  the  past  two  years  the  Student  Council  has  been  juggling 
a  hot  potato  in  and  out  of  the  fire,  trying  to  make  up  its 
mind  whether  to  butter  said  potato  or  throw  it  away. 

In  the  last  meeting  the  council  finally  got  the  spud  up  on  the 
table,  and  that  is  where  it  sits  for  the  moment. 

The  hot  issue  in  question  is  the  NSA,  more  formally  known 
as  the  National  Students  Association.  Its  constitution  is  quite 
liberal,  to  put  it  mildly,  and  therein  lies  the  biggest  beef

against  the  organizati 


In  keeping  with  the  mode  of  the  moment,  anything,  and 
anyone,  too  liberal  is  immediately  termed  "Red"  and  gets,  a 
herring  in  the  face. 

Consequently,  the  NSA  has  been  raked  over  the  red  coals  in 
many  states  and  is  now  being  given  the* once-over  by  the  two 
year  colleges  in  California;  including,  of  course.  City  College 
of  San  Francisco. 

Now,  what  is  keeping  the  NSA  argument  on  the  Student 
Council  table  is  the  legality  of  its  so-called  "Bill  of  Rights" 
provisions  within  the  by-laws  of  the  constitution  of.  the  NSA. 

It  seems,  according  to  Dean  Brady  in  his  reading  of  the  State 
Education  Code,  that  the  NSA  constitution  is  "illegal." 

This  might  be  true  inasmuch  as  the  black  and  white  wording 
of  the  Education  Code  is  concerned,  but  this  still  does  not  pro- 
vide an  excuse  for  the  council  to  table  the  matter  indefinitely, 
awaiting  clarification  of  its  "legality." 

The  matter  is  crying  to  be  brought  out  in  the  open  and  dis- 
cussed honestly  and  frankly  by  every  student  attending  college, 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  council  to  pass  judgment  on  the  NSA, 
whether  they  intend  to  join  or  not. 

As  admitted  by  Dean  Brady  the  State  Education  Code  can 
be  interpreted  in  many  ways.

Further  complicating  the  issue. 
Bob  Reilly  stated  that  he  has  an- 
other method  for  raising  funds,  con- 
sisting in  budgeting  some  of  next 
semester's  student  funds.  John  Brady, 
assistant  dean  of  men,  indicated  that 
he  believed  such  action  would  not  be 
possible.

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Smoke  Only  In  Designated  Areas, 
And  Guard  Against  Fire  Threat 

TQECAUSE  of  the  tremendously  overcrowded  conditions  here 
at  City  College,  authorities  have  tried  in  every  possible  way 
imaginable  to  eliminate,  or  at  least  reduce,  indiscriminate  and 
careless  smoking  habits  within  the  hallways. 

Areas  have  been  specifically  designated  for  smoking  pur- 
poses, signs  have  been  liberally  posted  on  the  walls  in  the  non- 
smoking areas. 

Yet  it  is  not  uncommon  to  see  a  student  calmly  enjoying  a 
cigarette  while  leaning  against  a  "no  smoking"  sign  on  a  stair- 


The  reason  for  such  stringent  restrictions  against  smoking  is 
the  ever-present  danger  of  fire.  And  a  fire  in  the  main  building 
at  a  peak  class  hour  could  well  be  near-disastrous. 

The  main  building,  designed  to  accommodate  only  3,000  peo- 
ple, is  jammed  far  past  capacity.  A  fire  on  the  first  floor  would 
*  t- in  terrific  jams  on  4he  too  narrow  staircases,  particularly 
the  ones  in  the  rear  of  the  building. 

The  buildings  on  the  west  campus  are  even  more  susceptible 
to  fire,  being  entirely  of  wooden  construction.  Fire,  fanned  by 
a  strong  wind  in  off  the  ocean,  would  wreak  havoc  over  that 
area. 

One  burning  cigarette  dropped  carelessly  in  one  of  these 
wooden  buildings  could  result  in  untold  damage  jn  life  and  in 
property. 

It  is  for  this  one  reason— fire,  that  strict  rules  and  regula- 
tions must  be  made,  and  followed,  concerning  smoking  on  the 
campus. 

It  is  not  the  case  of  anyone  frowning  upon  the  idea  of  stu- 
dents smoking.  No  one  is  trying  to  force  such  a  moralistic  point 
of  view  upon  students. 

Rather  it  is  the  realistic,  common  sense  realization  that  the 
hazard  of  life-taking  fire  must  be  constantly  guarded  against. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  another  appeal  must  be  made  to  the 
student  body  to  smoke  only  in  designated  areas  about  the 
campus  and  to  make  sure  that  cigarettes  are  well  ground  out 
when  thrown  aWay.

It  appeared  that  Reilly  got  the  okay 
from  Controller  Anderson  to  "ear- 
mark" $1500  for  uniforms.  Hurley 
said  he  would  withdraw  his  motion  if 
Reilly  would  add  the  $600  as  a  rider 
to  his  "earmark"  proposal. 

In  any  event,  this  move  by  Hurley 
assured  the  band  of  at  least  600  bucks 
in  cash. 
Everyone  Agrees 

After  Handsome  Jack  Brady,  the 
assistant  dean  of  men,  declared  that 
for  50  minutes  the  council  hadn't  de- 
cided a  thing,  Reilly  sullenly  agreed, 
and  the  council  voted  as  one  for  the 
$1500. 

As  the  uniforms  will  cost  around 
$3000,  the  other  $1500  supposedly  will 
come  from  the  next  semester  council 
that  will 'meet  this  June.  If  they  fall 
to  appropriate  (he  money,  then  pre- 
sumably Anderson  will  slash  $1500 
from  the  Fall  budget  and  allocate  It 
to  band  uniforms. 

In  the  meantime  a  nebulous  "beg- 
ging" committee  is  out  trying  to  get 
downtown  stores  to  donate  money  for 
uniforms.  Anything  they  "panhandle" 
will  be  gravy,  in  addition  to  saving 
loot  for  the  Associated  Students. 
Amen!!

This  "pro  yesterday— con  today"  turnabout  can  only  mean 
one  thing:  education  is  again  taking  a  back  seat!  in  mercenary 
minds  that  can  focus  their  eyes  no  farther  than  their  pocket- 
books.

As  it  is  right  now  the  culture  label  hung  on  the  Bay  area  is 
rather  a  laughing  matter.  For  every  college  and  university  in 
this  region  there  are  three  or  four  public  schools  that  are 
disgracefully  run  down  and  in  dire  need  of  rebuilding. 

For  the  sake  of  tomorrow's  citizens  a  unanimous  "YES" 
vote  on  Proposition  Number  9  at  Tuesday's  election  is  urgent- 
ly requested.

A  quicklook  into  the  history  of  col- 
lege-polUics  seems,  Very  dull.  In 
nearly  every  election  before  the 
Spring  '48_  polling,  the  Associated 
Student  president  was  a  Fraternity 
man,  the  council  was  dominated  by 
the  Greek  letter  outfits,  and  the  other 
less  important  positions  were  filled 
with  Fraternity  or  Sorority  persons. 
FRATERNITIES   SURPRISED 

What  happened  in  the  Spring  of 
1948 — or  more  exactly,  the  Spring 
election,  that  was  held  in  the  Fall  of 
1947?  Students  saw  the  rise  of  a  new 
idea   in  student  politics. 

In  that  election,  which  was  only 
one  semester  ago,  a  Student  League 
came  into  existence. 

With  no  fanfare  and  very  little 
publicity,  because  the  ones  in  power 
feared  that  this  new  group  would 
take  a  little  of  that  power  away,  the 
Student  League  ran  its  candidates. 

Surprising  the  students,  and  Fra- 
ternities, alike,  the  Learue  copped 
eight  offices  in  student  government, 
including  that  of  vice-president  of 
the  Associated  Students. 

Why  did  this  new  loosely  knit 
group  of  independent  persons  and 
clubs,  who  called  themselves  the  Stu- 
dent League,  do  so  well  at  the  polls" 
Could  it  be  that  the  mass  majority 
of  the  students  utterly  despise  the 
idea  of  a  few  Fraternities  politically 
controlling  the  college,  and  resent, 
moreover,  that  rather  than  represent- 
ing the  majority  of  students,  the  Frats 
more  specifically  represent  the  Book 
Store  card  playing  set? 
TWO  PARTY  SYSTEM? 

By  now  most  .voters  know  whom  the 
Student  League  is  running  for  office 
and  should  know  whom  the  Frater- 
nities are  running. 

In  consequence  and  in  fact  this 
college  now  has  a  two  party  system. 
Discounting  any  particular  aims  of 
any  of  the  organizations  included  in 
the  Fraternities  and  Student  League 
other  than,  political,  we  have  the 
forces  of  American  democracy  at 
work. 

What  the  reaction  of  the  large  mass 
of  Independent  voters  on  the  cam- 
pus  will  be  only  the  final  voting 
tabulations  will  tell.  If  the  large 
mass  of  voters  go  to  the  polls,  they 
can  bring  any  party  they  want  Into 
control  of  student  government. 

One  of  the  greatest  gifts  the  Amer- 
ican citizen  has,  is  to  go  to  the  polls 
on  election  day  and  cast  his  ballot 
for  the  candidate  who  he  thinks 
will  serve  the  majority  of  the  stu- 
dents.

Compulsory  AS  Membership  For  Campus 
Clubs  To  Appear  On  Ballot  June  3-4 

A  constitutional  amendment  which  stipulates  that  all  campus 
organizations  have  100  per  cent  Associated  Student  membership 
was  placed  on  the  June  3  and  4  election  ballot  by  the  Student 
Council  during  Thursday's  explosive,  hour  over-time  session. 


This  council  action  definitely  set- 
tles the  semester-long  controversy 
caused  by  the  Club  Advisory  Board 
by-law  which  contains  the  same 
compulsory  AS  membership  ruling, 
however,     effective     this     semester 

only. ■ 

Defeated  In  Past 

Numerous  past  attempts  within  the 
CAB  to  make  this  law  permanent 
have  been  defeated  by  small  votes. 
The  council  received  for  considera- 
tion this  proposed  amendment  as  part 
of  a  constitution  committee  report 
which  contained  several  other  sug- 
gested amendments  and  by -taws. 
"Because  a  voting  council  member 
was  needed  to  move  on  the  reported 
changes.  Frank  Ferguson  presented 
the .  report  for  committee  chaiawnan 
Bill  Bahr,  block  JSF  president. 

The  meeting,  which  was  in  its  clos- 
ing minutes,  was  functioning  smooth- 
ly; then.  Ferguson  read  the   100  per 
cent  AS  membership  law. 
Adjournment  Voted  Down 

Immediately  a  move  to  adjourn 
was  made,  seconded,  and  voted  down. 
Dean  Jack  Brady  reminded  the  coun- 
cil that  a  class  was  soon  to  meet  in 
the  "council  chambers."  It  was  sug- 
gested that  they  continue  outside. 

If  the  amendment  was  to  be  placed 
on  the  ballot,  it  was  necessary  for 
the  coun«.il~to  pass  it  at  once:  there- 
fore. President  Max  Call  recessed  the 
council  and  ordered  it  to  meet  within 
five  minutes  in  his  office.  From  there 
it  moved  into  the  student  lounge. 
Forty -five  Minutes' Decisive 

Thoroughly  considering  every  pos- 
sibility, the  council  required  45  min- 
utes of  the  over-time  period  and 
three  votes  before  placing  the  amend- 
ment on  the  ballot. 

Main  problem  confronting  the 
council  was  whether  or  not  the  AS 
should  vote  on  an  amendment  that 
would  affect  only  campus  clubs.

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Rivalry  Must  Always  Exist  Between 
The  Press  Audits  Government 

pOR  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  this  college  a  two  party 
stem    has    been    adopted    in    the    student    government 


political  race. 

At  today's  and  tomorrow's  campus  elections  the  student  card 
holder  has  a  number  of  choices  to  select  from;  all  claiming  to 
represent  the  greatest  number  of  voters  and  promising  to  do 
the  most  for  them. 

The  story  of  the  two  party  system  at  City_.College.is  a  story 
of  a  campus  newspaper  "at  war"  with  student  government;  a 
fight  that  has  never  been  more  strenuously  waged  than  in  the 
past  semester. 

It  is  too  early  to  estimate  any  real  results  from  this  fight, 
but  no  one  can  argue  the  fact,  that  campus  interest  instudent 
government -tras  been  "greatly  stimulated  because  of  this 
rivalry  between  government  and  press. 

And  therein  lies,  the  direct  cause  of  all  the  bickering  within 
these  pages  in  the  last  few  months:  one  of  the  foremost  points 
of  Guardsman  policy  is  the  recognition  of  a  natural  rivalry 
between  the  newspaper  and  its  government. 

Despite  agonized  cries  from  those  already  in  power,  this 
rivalry  has  been  a  healthy  one,  and  no  one  individual  has  been 
trampled  upon  as  a  result  of  press  criticism;  the  fight  has 
always  remained  a  friendly  one. 

Students  and  civic  politicos  alike  must  acknowledge  that 
theirs  is  an  offiee  of  public  trust  and,  consequently,  open  praise 
and  damnation  alike;  depending  entirely  upon  their  own  per- 
sonal conduct  in  office.  \ 

Any  newspaper  that  failed  to  enter  into  such  a  rivalry  would 
be  forsaking  its  most  vital  duty  in  the  preservation  of  democ- 
racy; the  presentation  of  truth  to  its  readers. 

Thomas  Jefferson  said,  in  effect,  "I  would  rather  see  a  press 
without  government  than  a  government  without  a  press." 

A  government  without  a  press  would  be  tyrannical;  a  gov- 
ernment with  its  own  controlled  press  would  be  equally  bad; 
the  only  ideal  answer  is  to  have  both  functioning  with  a 
healthy,  natural  rivalry  at  all  times.
